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MEDICAL MARIJUANA ACT: REGISTRY STATISTICS  
AS OF MAY 31, 2018 

Background 

Department of Public Health and Human Services statistics provide the following information about the number of people 

registered or licensed under the Montana Medical Marijuana Act. The tables compare the most recent figures to numbers in: 

 June 30, 2012, when stricter requirements for being able to grow, manufacture, and possess marijuana were fully in 

effect, following passage of Senate Bill 423 in 2011; and 

 Oct. 31, 2016, the month after a limit of three patients per provider went into effect following the Montana Supreme 

Court ruling upholding portions of SB 423 that had been on hold since 2011. 

Since then, the law has changed significantly with passage of Initiative 182 in November 2016 and Senate Bill 333 in 2017. 

Combined, those measures removed the limit on the number of patients per provider, allowed use of marijuana for post-

traumatic stress disorder, and allowed for testing laboratories, dispensaries, and chemical manufacturing endorsements.

New rules that based the amount of marijuana a provider could grow on square footage per cardholder, rather than a specific 

number of plants per cardholder, went into effect on April 10. Between March 30 and May 18, the total number of providers 

dropped by 11%, from 577 to 514. The number of providers growing for 20 or fewer cardholders dropped by 15% during that 

time, from 416 to 352. The number of providers growing for more than 100 people decreased by one. The provider with more 

than 1,000 cardholders in May was listed as growing or manufacturing for 1,431 to 1,440 people.
